Washinoton, D. C. August 14, 1893. 
President Cleveland'* message to 
Congress has been as closely studied 
as any similar document ever was by 
members of Congress and it is evident 
that it is going to be a powerful fac- 
tor in the financial Legislation of the 
session. It apparently opposes the 
ideas of many Democrats in both 
House and Senate, just as his celebra- 
| ted tariff message of 1887 did, but 
honest aud conscientious belief is con- 
spicuous in every sentence of it. And 
the opposition to what are known as 
silver Democrats is more apparent 
than real, for they all agree with the 
President's recommendation for the 
repeal of the silver purchasing clause 
of the Sherman law, only differing as 
to what shall be substituted. The 
My message recommends the repeal and 
f leaves the question of a substitute to 
to the wisdom of Congress, and uine- 
tenths of the Democrats are certain 
that the reccommendation as to repeal 
will be followed, and that other finan- 
cial Legislation, which will be equally 
satisfactory to the silver Democrats 
aud to President Cleveland, will be 
agreed upon by fhe Democrats 
both House and Senate and that the 
persistent efforts of the Republicans 
split the Democratic party on the 
silver question will tail. 

Acting on the maxim quoted in the 
President's message— "He gives twice 
who gives quickly" — tho Democrats 
in the House, both silver and anti- 
eilver men, are trying to reach an 
agreement to take up and decide tho 
silver question without waiting for 
the appointment of committees and 
the adoption of rules. It will bo easy 
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required, but if an agreement cau be 
retched upon just what is to be voted 
upon and how much time is to be 
( \sr given to discussion much time will be 
saved that would necessarily be wast- 
ed if bo agreement is made, to say 
nothing of the possibility of endless 
Bill battering, 

The silver men have In caucus deci- 
ded to vote for the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law, if 
tho bill for its repeal provides for the 
. free coinage of silver on such a ratio 
as will provide and maintain the 
parity between gold and silver. The 
fact that no particular ratio is men- 
tioned is significant. It means that 
the caucus of silver Democrats did not 
believe it possible to succeed in main- 
taining the pi -sent ratio of 16 to 1 and 
Hat they are willing to increase the 
ratio. 

It is now claimed that a careful poll 
of the House, tnado this week, shows 
a majority of 35 in favor of the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man law. Tho Senate is more doubt- 
ful, and it is much more difficult to 
ascertain how Senators whose posi- 
tions are not clearly defined will vote- 
but strong efforts are now being made 
to bring the Democratic Senators 
together, and the indications point to 
success. A caucus of Democratic 
Senators this week appointed a com- 
mittee of five — Gorman, Hanson, 
Gray, Vorheos, and Blackburn — to 
consider and report a plan with thai 
end in view. The Republicans, unin- 
tontionaliv, of course, added largely 
to the probability of united Democrat- 



ic action in the Senate by their at- 
tempts to make political capital, 
which' were promptly and properly 
rebuked by Senator Gorman, out of 
the present financial situation. 

The Senate Committee on Finance 
of which Senate- Vorheesis chairman, 
held its first meeting yesterday. The 
committee did not lack for business, 
either, as more than a score of finan- 
cial bills which have been introduced 
iu the Senate have been referred to 
that committee. A majority of this 
committee are bimetalists, but some 
of the most prominent of them, includ- 
ing the chairman, have declared their 
belief in the Viciousness of the Sher- 
man law and their willingness to vote 
for its unconditional repeal. The 
Senate is naturally deliberate in all 
its actions, so it will not be surprising 
if tbe House takes up the silver ques- 
tion before this committee reports a 
bill to the Senate. The resolution of 
Senator Lodge, of Forco Bill fame, 
directing the committee to report a 
bill for the repeal of the Sherman law 
and providing that a vote should be 
taken thereupon on the 22, of this 
month was only a bit of Republican 
buncombe, and the adoption of the 
resolution would have surprised no 
one more than it? author. 

The bitterest pill in the President's 
message, for the Republican* to swal- 
low, was the plain statement that he 
expected Congress to obey the will of 
the people and prsceed to reform the 
iniquitous tariff as soon as tho finances 
have been looked after. Because the 
troubles brought upon the country by 
Republican Financial Legislation 
have so conspicuously forced themsel- 
ves to believe that the McKinley Law 
was to be undisturbed by this Con- 
gress. They know better now, and 
the knowledge doesn't ple ase them.

The Legal Fight Over the Re 
ceivership a Stubborn 



A Conflict of Authority Between 
Judges Apperson and 
Cooper. 



J. 0. Trimble Appointed Tem- 
porary Receiver. 

The fight in the courts over the 
appointment of an Assignee or Receiv- 
er for the New Farmers Bank has 
occupied the attention of the com- 
munity for several days. On July 27, 
the directors of this bank made a deed 
of assignment to R. B. Young, and a 
few days later he presented a bond to 
County ludgo Lewis Apperson, who 
decided the bond insufficient, August 
8th, Mr. Young again offered a bond 
with a Trust Company as one ot tho 
sureties. This bond was also rejected 
for the reason that tho Trust Com- 
pany was not located within the 
State. 

About this time Messrs. John 
Evans, J. G. Moberly, Thomas J. 
Evans, Harvey Rogers and W. H. 
Prewitt. tiled a suit before Circuit 
Judge John E Cooper, for the ap- 
pointment of a Temporary Receiver. 

A committee had soon after thp 
assignment, been appointed to look 
into and report on the assets of the 
bank. A meeting of the stockholders 
was held August 9. and this commit- 
tee reported over $325,000 of gilt edge 
paper, and after classing a compara- 
tive small amount as bad, and a simi- 
lar amount as doubtful, thev reported 
$229,000 as paper, either made or en- 
dorsed by Wm Mitchell and R. A. 
Mitchell, which they did not pass on 
at all, simply classing it as the Micta-

The Secretary of Agriculture is in 
receipt of a communication from 
Society of Fruit Culture of Russia 
nouncing an International Exhibition 
of Fruit Culture, to be held under the 
auspices of the society at St. Peters- 
burg In the autunin of 1894. Its ob- 
ject is stated to be to show "the pres- 
ent condition iu Russia aud other 
countries of the cultivation of fruits 
and vegetables, of viniculture, the 
cultivation of medicinal plants, horti- 
culture, and of the manufacture of 
their products." 

A congress of pomologists will be 
convened simultaneously with the e: 
htbltlon, and all persons interested i 
Horticulture and pomology, whether 
in Russia or iu other countries, are in- 
vited to participate in the exhibition.

9. Literary, scientific and educa- 
tional accessories, collections, plants, 
etc. 

Persons desirous of further inform- 
ation are referred to the office of the 
International Exhibition of Fruit Cul- 
ture, 1894. Imperial Agricultural 
Museum Foutanka 10, St. Petersburg,

Occasionally we are told that laud 
becomes "clover-sick." This is occa- 
sioned by too excessive growth of the 
plant. Many assume that because 
lover and other leguminous crops 
help their laud by fixing nitrates iu 
he soil that they can keep their lands 
ertile by means of legumes and yet 
ell off their fertility thus acquired, 
but the fact must not be ignored that 
while clover and other legumes fur- 
nish nitrogen, they are great exhaust- 
ers of the mineral elements of fertility, 
and, if not kept supplied with lime, 
potash and phosphoric acid, they will 
mm)ii cease, not only to aid other crops 
but to grow themselvas, but with 
clover and the mineral constituted 
commercial fertilizers the mainten- 
ance of fertility in any average soil is 
■b. comparatively easy matter. Clover- 
sickness is almost always an exhaus- 
tion of lime or of other mineral sub- 
stances which the clover demands for 

Mitleriug from too- much clover, and 
n>6 little of anything else, an applica- 
tion of lime usually produces the 
desired result.— Indiana Farmer. 



Canned Quince With Apple. 
The propotions are a half-peck of 
quinces to a half-bushel of fine sweet 
apples. Prepare the quinces and 
eiKik tho waste saviug ouly the water 
In this water cook first the apples, 
which have been prepared, cored, aud 
out into eights, until they are tender. 
Slice the quinces quite thin, and boil 
in the same water until they can be 
pierced with a fork. Drain and weigh 
the quinces and apples placing them 
together. For each pound of the fruit 
allow half a pound of white sugar anel 
place it iu the juice, bringing the re- 
sulting sirup to a boil. At that point 
add the fruit which, should be covered 
with the juice, if the latter is scant, 
add sufficient boiling water. Bring 
the whole to a simmer, and let it con- 
linue till the apples are quite soft 
when the sauce is ready to be canned 
and sealed. — Good housekeeping.
